Tue announcement of Mr. Young in Shakspeare, is a summons 
which cannot be received with indifference, and an unusually crowded 
house was collected, last night, by the best, or, at least, the most 
effective Hamlet which we have.on the stage : it is firmly fixed in ge- 
veral admiration, and Mr. Young displayed all the qualities which 
have heretofore made him so pre-eminently successful in the part. Miss 
M. Glover performed Ophelia with much Sweetness and delicacy. The 
arrangements of Managers are often enough unintelligible or whimsi- 
cal, but there can be only one cause, and that a pretty obvious one 
for allowing Mr. Fitzharris to undertake Laertes. ‘The character is 
of considerable importance, and ought not to be committed to one who 
is perfectly inadequate to any part which chances to require judgment 
or feeling : we hope that he is quietly interred, and that no re-appear- 
ance is to be dreaded.—The Romance of addin concluded the en- 
tertainments.
